THIS interesting Race was instituted in the year 1776, by the late CoLoneL Sr. Lecer, of Paxk-Hill, near Doncaster ; but it was not 


until three years afterwards that it was called the St. Leger, and which was named by the late Nose Marauis oF ROCKINGHAM, at a 


dinner at the Red Lion Inn, in Doncaster, on the entry day, in compliment to the Gentleman with whom the Race originated.—Its appellation 


of Leger has been stated to have been derived from the French word Légére, or light weight; this, however applicable or possible, is not 


correct.
